(Text | Garrying out orders io one of the principal oontente of military 
diselpline, and a principal concern of the present "The entire army aote 
according to orders” movement, Orders are decisions mde by commnadern to 
lmplement the resolutions of the party and the directives of the upper 
echelon, To etrietiy carry out ordere te to manifest consciousness of 
absolutely obeying leaders and commanders, and to resolutely etruggle to 
transform ali lines, stands, and policies of the party and state into 
actual resulte in the enterprise of defending and building the soolaliet 
fatherland, 





Our army's advence to a professional, modern status demnde a hig) degrer 
of centralieation and unity, Only if all military personne! etrictly carry 
out orders and fulfill their responsibilities can we highly develop the 
combined etrength of the entire unit in omer to defeat the enemy and 
vietorlously fulfill all missions, All of our cadres and wen must be pro- 
foundliy aware that obeying commande and orders ie a noble virtue and a 
giorious responeibliity of revolutionary military personnel, 


In combat, whether independent or coordinated, in camps, or outelide the 
areas where troops are stationed, all orlers of the upper echelon must be 
carried out voluntarily, absolutely, and unconditionally, Ondinarily, 
orders are passed from echelon to echelon, from top to bottom, in accomance 
with the chain of command of the army's organiaational system, When neces- 
wary, the Commander can skip over one echelon or many echelons when giving 
an ormier, In such instances, the military personnel receiving those omlers 
must carry them out urgently and fully, but they must also promptly report 
to thelr direct commander co. the contents of the order and how they are 
carrying ‘* out. If it appears that the echelon-skipping order differs 
from or i® contrary to the contents of an onder they have received fron 
their direct commander, they should report lamediately to the commander who 
gave the echelon-ekipping order so that he can make a final decision,

opirit of initiative and creativity, and seek all ways to carry out omern 
av of feetively ae possible, They muet not pay attention only to the major 
tanks, and dioregam the minor ones, No matter how difficult the obstacles 
are, and no matter how rough and complicated the conditions are, they must 
not heeltate or carry out orders in a superficial manner, 





The exemplary carrying out of orders by commanders ot the various echelons 
ie an important condition for teaching and managing discipline within the 
unit, and for molding for the troops the habit of strictly carrying out 
omer. With @ estrone sense of responsibility toward the upper echelon and 
tive unit, the commander always carefully studies and weighs all aspects, 

in omer to give correct and accurate oriers, while aleo fully explaining 
hilo orders to the lower echelon, guiding, supervising, and assisting the 
lower conelon in overcoming conditions, and creating all necessary condi- 
‘Lone te aseure that the orders are fully carried out. The strict com- 
moder never aliows himeelf to be arbitrary or bureaucratic, to give omers 
without taking inte consideration the capabilities of the Lower echelon 

and of hile men lo carry them out, or to create tension and confusion for 
the unit. Nor lo he ever patermlictic, give omiers by “negotiating,” 

or lack atrietoese or decision, which create coniitionsa for the development 
of arbitrariness and lax discipline.

(Text | On 18 July at Haiphong Port, the Military Region 3 
Military Court convened the preliminary and final trials of 
Vu Ngoc Ngan, a truck driver who transported commodities at 
no lonane Port, for the crimes of steal socialist property 
and killing Senior Sergeant Dinh Trong Lich, a unit leader on 
patrol to protect commodities at the port, when he gave chase 
and Vu An Duyen, a worker at the port. 


Lieutenant Colonel Nguyen Duc Phung. the deputy chief 
justice of the Military Region 3 Military Court, was appointed 
to preside at the trial, 


In order to promptly punish the criminal and satisfy the wishes 
of the people, cadres and soldiers throughout the country, the 
Military Region 3 Military Procurate decided to call the 
people concerned in the case, such as Nguyen Van Lien, a 
coordinating cadre of Truck Transport Enterprise No 4, 
policeman Huynh Thai Son, who makes inspections at Gate 7 of 
the port and so on in order to study, investigate and 

prosecute the case, 


The suspect Vu Ngoc Ngan was born in 1950 in Quang Khai 
village, Tu Loc district, Hai Hung Province. He drove a truck 
for Unit 6, Truck Transport Enterprise No 4, Since September 
1979, he has violated communications regulations and stolen 
socialist property on three separate occasions; he was given 
warnings and on one occasion held for 7 days the public 
security agency. At 1330 hours on 17 April 1980, Vu Ngoc Ngan, 
driving an IFA vehicle with license No 34A-01-74, stole 
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nitrate fertilizer while transporting it from ridge 11 to 
Storehouse No 1. This crime of his was discovered by the 
patrol team of senior | ergeant Dinh Trong Lich. When he drove 
the truck ooneyeng the stolen goods to Gate 7, Nguyen Van 
Lien, a coordinating cadre of Truck Transport Enterprise No 4, 
rode on the truck but he did not stop this or denounce him, 

At Gate 7, policeman Huynh Thal Son was on dutys he too failed 
to discover | the crime] and allowed the vehicle to pass the 
gate, At that moment, the patrol team arrived and | enior 
Sergeant Dinh Trong Lich jumped onto the lower step on the 
right side of ‘he cab and ordered Ngan to stop the truck in 
order to resolve the matter, But not only did Vu Nqoc Naan 
fail to stop, he stepped on the accelerator, emiting a dark 
cloud of exhaust, and drove his truck in such a way as to try 
to throw off Lich and escape, But seeing Lich still holding 

on firmly to the truck, he found a way to kill Lich by driving 
the vehicle close to a high-voltage steel power pole placed 
along the road before Gate 75) he then drove up on to the right 
sidewalk, hitting an iron power pole and crushing Vu An buyen, 
a worker at the port who was pushing his bicycle near there. 
He drove the vehicle in such a way that the right side of the 
cab grazed thewall of Military Medical Institute 201, which 
was parallel to the road, intentionally killing Dinh ‘rong 
Lich in a very barbaric manner,

Based on the specific evidence concerning his crime and the 


testimony of witnesses, Vu Ngoc Ngan had to bow his head and 
confess, 


In discussing the crime, the prosecutor stated that Vu Ngoc 
Nqan's theft of socialist property and his intentional 

killing of another person were very serious crimes, The 
seriousness of (the first] crime is manifested by the fact that 
when Ngen's theft of socialist property was discovered, he 
ruthlessly resisted the law and killed Dinh Trong Lich, a 
person who was carrying out his duty. 


The prosecutor mentioned the brave actions performed to 
protect socialist property and the lessons to be learned from 
the life of revolutionary struggle, training and action of 
hero Dinh Trong Lich. He also proposed that the trial 

council give a harsh sentence to driver Vu Ngoc Ngan for 
these crimes, 
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The defendant testified in his own behalf.

HAL HUNG, HAL PHONG IMPROVE NONSTAPLE FOOD DISTRIBUTION

LText| Our party and state are always concerned with the people's diet, 
eapeclally that of wage laborers and urban workers, Many provinces and 
muntolpalities are paying attention to organising the sources of non~ 

staple foods and improving their distribution in order to improve meals, 





Organising sources of supplys Hai Hung buys the most pork, Hal Phong has 
sufficient vegetables the year around, 


Hal Hung hae an average of 749 square meters of cultivated land per person, 
Closely combining stock raising with cultivation, Hal Hung is endeavoring 
Lo rapidly bring stock raising into balance with cultivation and increase 
the fertiliser supply in order to intensively cultivate rice and other 
stapie foods, Hai Hung has adopted the slogan, "The cooperatives must raise 
Livestock and each family must raise livestock," 


In order to develop stock raising, tial Hung 1s simultaneously resolving 
three problema: breeding stock, feed, and veterinary medicine, With regard 
to breeding «stock, Hal Hung is concentrating on investing in the construc- 
tlon of a breeding stock propagating center with a capability of producting 
more than 100,000 artificial insemination doses each year, Hach district is 
building a principal breeding stock area, and each cooperative is endeavor- 
ing to provide its own hog breeding stock, Many specific stipulations have 
been implemented to encourage the raising of sows, For example, families 
and cooperatives raise sows in order to supply them according to plan and 
soll them to the state in place of meat hogs, For each sow of class 2 or 
above, cach year the cooperative sells the families 20 to 30 kilograms of 
starchy feed, With regard to feed for the hog herds, Hai Hung has guided 
the cooperatives in assuring that most of the 15 percent of the land set 
aside for stock raising 1s used to produce four crops a year, in closely 
mnaging the staple food set aside for stock raising, etc, The task of 
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dwatding agaliet and flehting hog epidemics and diseasen has received 
attention, During reoent years, Nal Hung's rog raleing hae developed 
itably, Grosebred hoge account for one«tiled of the hogs, The weight of 
mrketed howe two inereased steadily, and in 1979 the average hog welghed 
Ur 4 kKliogrmame, 


In addition to mulding the development of stock raleing, Hal Hung regards 
oolling meat howe to the etate an an obligation of the dietricta, agricul- 
tural cooperatives, and cooperative member families, Fulfilling otaple 
food obligations without fulfliling the pan to sell non-etaple food to the 
state Le regaried as failure to fulfill political responsibilities, Plans 
for welling howe .o the etate are aseigned along with stock raleing plans 
Lo each cooperative and cooperative member family, The party committees, 
Lhe overnfental adminiatmtion, and the mass associations encourage the 
wople cond the cooperatives to step up stock malaing and economise in the 
consumption of pork during ceremonies, the lunar new year, funerals, wedd- 
linge, ebe., So that they ean fulfill their obligation of seliing pork to the 
Slate, 


In moblileing sources of supply, Hal Hung concludes two-way economic con- 
tmeto, but tt otlll paye attention to encouraging the producers to con- 
tribute products to the state, Although the amount of consumer goods sent 
to the mural areas two inereased every year (in 1979, the consumer goods 
sold in accordance wilh two-way economic contracts were worth nearly 20 
million dong more than in 1977), but the localities do not overly stress 
the reciprocal supplying of state goods to the peasants. The mobilisation 
ratio of collectively raised hogs is about 70 to 80 percent, and the mobili- 
sation rate of howe ralsed by cooperative momber families is about 60 per- 
cent, which both meete the ever-inereasing needs of the state and assures 
the essential consumption needs of th cooperatives and the peasants, 


When supplies are Limited, Hal Hung temporally delays supplying pork to 

moet the urgent needs of the Localities in order to assure the concentration 
of products in accomance with the central echelon's distribution plan, and 
then continues to purchase pork to meet local needs, 


ror mny years Hal Hung hae done a good job of fulfilling ite purching 
obligation and the central echelon's distribution plans, In 1979 it pur- 
chased 12,218 tone and provided 6,500 tons to meet the common needs, thus 
leading the nation in those categories, in both of which it nearly doubled 
its contributions in comparison to 1970, During the first 5 monthe of this 
year, deepite many difficulties the province was able to purchase nearly 
500 wore tone than during the game period last year, For 5 years Hail Hung 
hac been awarded the clreulating flag the Government bestows on the unit 
‘eading the way in the domestic trade sector's emulation movement each 
year, Hai Hung to continuing to endeavor to develop hog maising, especially 
collective hog malsing, more effectively use the land set aside for stock 
raising, and overcome the continuing situation of illegal slaughter in omer 
to rpidly increase output, concentrate much larger supplies, and do an 
incrwasingly better job of meeting the common needs as well as the local 
needs, 
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Vemetables ape an lodleopensable part of the daliy diet, Our people have 
from anelent tlae. had the expression, “ioe without vegetables ta like 
jain without medieine,” With pegem to our people's present diet, in 
addition to etaple foode we must etrese the resolving of two problemas 
vegetables and dipping oauoe, While many places are confused and panalve, 
and have prolomed the problem of belween-seanone vegetable ohortagea, Hal 
Phom tae been succesetul in producing vegetables and supplying them to the 
wlty, te whieh there are mere than 400,000 people whe are not engaged in 
agrioulture, 


In the peet, lal Mhong had only Let heetares of apeolallwed vegetable land, 
In 1975 Une total lnereaned te 591 heetares, and by the end of 1979 Lt had 
Lnomfeaced to B0O Leetares, In 1975 the Hal Phong commercial sector was 
abie to purehase 4,190 tone of vegetables from the apeclalived vegetable 
areas, and 1979 \t purehaeed 26,951 tons, an inerease of more than 950 ¥ 
oent, The level of vegetables supplied to consumers wae also higwr, tn 
i775, each worker and elvil servant wae supplied an average of 6 kilograma 
a month. In i979 thal average inoreased to 10 Kilograme, and the average 
for other people inereased from 2,1 to 5 kilograms, The interval between 
the winter-opring and cummer-fall vegetable seasons wan reduced, Lven 
during the inter-seasonal period the amount of vegetables supplied te equal 
Lo 60 pereent of the amount supplied when vegetables are in season, In the 
course of a year, Hal Phong attains the avermmge norm for vegetable purchases 
during 11 monthe, Due to those resulte in production, purchasing, and 

and diotribution, duriag the past several yeare vegetable prices have been 
rather otable, 


Now did Hal Phone resolve ite vegetable problem? Firmly @maping the wu da - 
ance thoughte of the central echelon, the Munteipal Party Committee and 
People’: Committee of Hal Phong paid attention to the vegetable problem at 
a very early date and gave all-round guidance, from production to consump: 
tion, and from soning vegetable areas and organiaing production purchasing 
and distribution. 


In soning specialised vegetable areas, the area inoreased every year, and 
the speeific crop structures and the types of vegetables to be grown in 
each area were determined, The total ama of the specialised vegetable 
areas hao inereased to 800 hectares, and efforts are being made to increase 
it to 1,900 hectares, An area apectalleing in the growing of leaty vegeta~ 
blee war eotabliohed in the outekirte of the elty, whieh wae appropriate to 
the commercial nature of leafy veyetables and avoided the necessity of 
transporting them long distances, which adversely affeote their quality. 
The crop structure includes |" types of vegetables which are capable help- 
ing one another resiet drought during the inter-seasonal period, Bindweed 
war Selected ao the min vegetable crop. Jinee it can be grown and 
harvested between March and November, provides a yleld of 50 to 60 tons per 
hectare, and ito cultable for consumption by the people Hal Phong inoreaned 
ite bindweed area four-fold, from 100 hectares in 1975 to “+1 hectares in 
iv79, During that period, bindweed production increased from 3,000 tons to 
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18,000 tone, wheleh ePeated conditions for the looallty to mpidly inerease 
ite vewetable culput and effectively overcome the lnter-seasonal vegetable 
Hhorlaces, 


In crvating vegetable areas, Hal Phong appliel a whole series of measures 
improving the soll, creating Lerigation and drainage syetems, and applying 
Lhe materiale supply, staple food, vegetable pricing, vegetable transporte- 
Lion fees, and other polloles, Hal Phong set aside part of ite budget to 
spend 40,0900 to 50,000 dong per LOO heetares in levelelilng, plowing, and 
harrowing land for rowing vegetables; helped the cooperatives meet part of 
thelr expentitum ‘or vegetable seedetoek when natural disasters damgnd 
Lhe vegetables; and sold additional staple food to the cooperatives during 
the fire. year. after the change-over from rice production to vegetable 
yrowineg. 


Twoeway economic contmete are atrietly enforced, The state economic 
oryanivations Supply materiale for production and assure that the coopem- 
tives and tndlviduale producing vegetables have incomes equal to the 
cooperatives and individuale skilled in rice production, Materials are 
wold to the cooperatives at guidance prices, If it cannot provide suff1-~ 
Clent materials, the state pays the cooperative the monetary difference, 
Yor example, 10 1979 1t made up for more than 42,000 dong, 


tal Phone cupplies ctaple food according to how mny tons of vegetables the 
production base sells to the otate, The patio between vegetables sold and 
wtaple food bought lo caleulated along the lines of encournging the growing, 
and celiing to the otate, of many types of valuable vegetables, sold, during 
the inter-seasonal period, That method of supplying staple food had the 
following reeultot the patie of vegetable mobiligation inereased from 65 
peroent of the total output in 1975 to 80 percent in 1979, and the amount 
of vowetables the state coula purchase by investing one kilogram of staple 
food inereaced from © kilogram to 9,7 kilogram, 


Purciwee prices vary, depending on whether the vegetables are in season or

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ly order to help the elly Pesolve Lte vegetable problem, Hal Phong et up @ 
Vegetable Guidance Committee constating of the dipectorse of the relevant 
motors, in omer to aseure concentrated and coordinated activity by the 
wolers, 


The olty's commercial sector hae positively and actively served the develop- 
mont of vegetable growing and hae made mny improvements in ite buelnene 
activities, It hae advised the cooperatives not to out off vegetables with 
slokKies bu to harvest them by uelng an improved tool, a steel claw, Pro- 
duetivity te three times greater than it wae when they were harvested by 
hand, lLealy vegetables are tiled in te bunches and taken by carte dirotly 
Lo retall sales pointe, Coneumers can eat freah vegetables, the coopem- 
tives in erease their tnoome, the ratio of damaged vegetables ita reduced, 
and diffloulties regarding transportation facilities are overcome, In 1979, 
the cooperatives bundled about 20,000 tone of vegetables, transported 70 
pereent of the vegetables sold to the state, and maved for the olty mor 
than 71,900 tone of facilities and 61 tone of gasoline, Commercial dealings 
in vevetables usually reeult in deficits, but the Vegetable Corporation not 
only did not euffer lossea but contributed to the local budget, 


Totlay, al Phone may be regaried as having casentially resolved ite vege- 
table problem, /t hae eufflotent vegetation the year around and has 
stablilged market prices, even during the inter-seasom)] period, But there 
are otill @ number of problems it must continue to try to resolve: further 
developing the various types of valuable vegetables, improving processing 
and stomge, developing the traditional vegetable areas and the special 
types of vegetables, and attaining self-sufficiency in ordinary vegptable

The accomplishmente of Hat Hung and Hal Phong demonstrate that the correct 
application of the economic policies; simultaneously assuring the benefit 
of the state, the collective, and the individual producer; and having 
otronm delermination and specific, realistic guidance measures are reasons 
for the attainment of resulte in the organiaation of non-staple food 
supplies, 


Improving distribution: Hal Phong extends the retail non-staple food net- 
work to the precinete and mkes use of mtion booklets, 


Jinee production is sot yet nighiy developed and there io a limited supply 
of goude, the state uses ratio stamps to distribute the goods to the con- 
cumors, That method te effective in various ways. But when goods are in 
short supply and the unorganised market prices increase mny times over 

the otate prices, that method of distribution reveals many shortcomings, 
which give rise to many negative phenoment the goods do not truly reach 
the consumers, counterfel’ ration slamps and coupons appear and ciroulate, 
the buying and selling of stamps and coupons develops, etc., which depletes 
the state'sgoods, corrupts state commercial personnel, and creates con-

ila Bac, and Bac Thal have attained only 21 percent of the plan norm, Fur- 
thermore, there wan rain during the recent seediing sowing period, and more 
than SOO heetares of seedlings were destroyed by flooding, In Thanh Hoa, 
(59 heetares of seedlings were washed away. Overcoming that situation, the 
provinces are shifting over to sowing rice seedlings on hard ground, deploy- 
ing all facilities to fight waterlogeing and guard against heavy rains

The northern provinces are still progressing slowly in comparison to the 
plan to plant early 10.4% month rice in order to mke preparations for the 
Winter season, The beat time for transplanting early 10th month rice is 
between now and the beginning of July, but as of 25 June the provinces had 
transplanted only 74,000 hectares, 23.3 percent of the plan norm, 


In the south, the procinces have planted 490,000 hectares of 1LOth month 
rice, an inerease over the same period of about 170,000 hectares, This 
yoar the rains came early, a large area received rain, and some provinces 
planted LOth month rice mpidly. For example, An Glang has attained more 
than % peroent, Dong Thap has attained 88,8 percent, Gla Lai-Koutum has

REASONS WHY VEGETABLE AREAS HAVE NOT EXPANDED DI:iCUSSED

Growers Concerning Why the Specialized Vegetable Cultivation 
Areas of the City Have Not Expanded" ] 


| Text] Even though the vegetable growers and the committees 
and sectors concerned have made a great effort, the city's 
specialized vegetable cultivation area has "stood still" with 
an area of less than 1,500 hectares. During the dry season, 
at times the area has declined to only 350 hectares, In the 
ges of the vegetable growers whom we have met, the reason 
that the city's specialized vegetable cultivation area has not 
expanded iss 


Many Places Do Not Have Water 


After inspecting the sources of irrigation water for 
vegetables, the municipal water conservancy service concluded 
that for both the immediate and long-term periods, irrigation 
water for vegetables would consist mainly of underground water 
because this is good quality water and [the city] can be 
self-sufficient year round, 


Concerning rain water, this is a source of water for only 6 
months out of the year. And, even during the rainy season, 
sometimes there are short or long-term dro a (as in 1979 
when the drought lasted for almost 1 month during July and 
August). Thus, even during the rainy season, there is not 


enough [rain] water to irrigate the vegetables twice every 
day. 


The water in the Saigon river is salty and is usually 
contaminated with alum each period, If it is to be used, 
it must be inspected carefully each day. 
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Hhecause of his, aceording to the water conservancy service, 
to provide vater to irrigate the vegetables of the city, the 
main source of water is underground water supplemented with 
rain water; at the same time, river water can be used in 
places where thie is permitted, Places located near towns can 
use the delly waste water, 


At present, in the city's vegetable area that ie under 
cultivation, the people have used mainly 4 water, 
Welle and irricstion trenches have been dug using manual 
labor for the most part. This method consumes many man-days 
and, therefore, it has not been possible to increase the 
vegetable aroa, 


‘nd what about water conservancy investments in the specialized 
vegetable cultivation areas? Le Van Thanh in Company 9 in 

Yan Tholt Hiep villaqe, Hoe Mon district, said that at his 
company, low voltaqe power had been installed and wells had 
been dug but they lack pumps. According to statistics, the 
wells at Company 9 require J-horsepower pumps in order to be 
able to pump water but the state store has only 3/4-horsepower 
pumps. Thus, there is electricity and there are wells and pumps 
bot irrigation must still be done manually. Manually irrigating 
| neectare of veqetables once a day consumes 16 man-days,. 


Thus, 70 percent of the Laborers in Company 9 must concentrate 
on irrigation. Because of this, the company has been able to 
farm only about 10 of their 44 hectares of land, 


The Tan Thang cooperative in Tan Binh district has also 
encountered a situation éimilar to that of Company 9. The 

four water pumps here can irrigate only 35 hectares of 
vegetables while the cooperative has 90 hectares of farmland, 
This is without mentioning the times that the water pumps have 
broken down during the busy season and there have been no 
spare parts. Recently, the Tan Thang cooperative lost 77,000 
dong because the vegetables needed water, the water pumps vere 
broken and the manual laborers could not irrigate the 
vegetables on schedule during the extended drought. 


Garbage Truck Vrivers 


A situation that is presently widespread at the specialized 
vegetable cultivation companies is that garbage used to 
produce fertilizer is not being supplied in accord with the 
contract requirements, This is not because the city lacks 
qarbage but because a number of garbage truck drivers have not 
brought the garbage. (1 have heard that the black market price 
of ove truckload of garbage is more than 200 dong.) 
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The vegetable growers call thie situation a case of "two 
loade and three coupons." One person on the company management 
poard in Tan Thol Hiep village said that his company was 
issued 20 garbage coupons per month by the Janitation Service, 
kach time the garbage truck arrived, the company gave one 
coupon to the driver, tut frequently the companies have to 
give (the drivers] three coupons for two loads (some 
companies located far from the highways must pay two coupons 
for one load). Thus, even though the companies are alloted 

20 truckloads of garbage each month, they receive only 15 

or 10 loads and must etill pay 20 coupons, iome people have 
complained to the service about this, However, nothing hes 
improved because while the garbage truck drivers deliver one 
load of garbage for one coupon, the garbage ia al) scrap iron 
and other miscellaneous scrap material that cannot be used to 
produce fertilize, 


At present, there is a shortage of chemical fertilizer and the 
specialized vegetable cultivation companies are relying minly 
on waste manure, But waste manure has mcountered this "two 
loads, three coupons" situation and this is making it im 
possible to expand the vegetable area, 


An (Apparent) Surplus Gut | Real] Shortage of Laborers 


Giang Van Boi in Company |, Neighborhood 12, Go Vap ward, aalid 
that the reason that his company's specialized vegetabie 
eultivation area has not expanded at al), is because of the 
“surplus but shortage of laborers.” He said that “there ie a 
surplus of laborers in the roll books but a4 shortage of 
laborers in the flelds, Because incomes outside are atill 
higher than those in the company, each household usually has 
only one member who works regularly for the company and the 
rest work outside," 


Even though the state has made 4 great effort to supply 

grain to the vegetable areas, there are still many difficulties 
and this has had some effect on the lives of the families with 
miny “mouths,” 


The people on the Tan Thang vegetable cooperative mnagement 
board in Tan Binh district said that, each day, only about 
SO percent of the cooperative's Laborers go into the flelds 
and, therefore, the vegetable area cannot be expanded, 

















Inthe opinicn of the of the vegetable growers, besides the 
efforts of the cooperatives and companies, in order to have a 
specialized vegetable cultivation area of 3,000 to 4,000 
hectares, the state must invest heavily in water conservancy, 
the vegetable growers in the collective sector must be 
wupplied grain in a steady manner and fertilizer must be 
provided to the places on schedule, 


Only if the lives of the people in the vegetable growing 
cooperatives an’ companies are stable will there be a basis 
for expanding the vegetable areas. Thies is the key problem,

ORCHARDS, FISH PONS SKEN AS IMPORTANT SOURCES OF FOOD, PROF TI.

Editorials “Supplementary, But Very Important, Sowces of 
ncome* | 


(Text | The meals of the people need not only carbohydrate but 
vegetables, legumes, meat, fish and fruit. Thus, not only must 
the fields be rezoned but better attention must be given to 
the orchards and ponds, 


Our people are very knowledgeable about orchard and pond 
business activities, From long experience, our people have 
eummarized: "First the ponds, second the orchards.” Orchards 
and ponds are very valuable means of production and very 


important supplemental sources of life of the peple and 
of society. 


There are approximately 1 million hectares of orchards, ponds 
and lakes in our country. If the best use possible is made of 
the orchards and ponds, a rather large volume of food can he 
obtained. At the progressive cooperative conference of Hai 
Hung Province, a locality in the Red River Delta that is doing 
an excelliet job of guid rice and subsidiary food crop 
production, along with the specialized rice cultivation model» 
and the models in expanding the winter season subsidiary food 
crop area, two units gave reports that many people listened 

to very carefully. These reports concerned the Tan Quang 
orchard and the Phung Hung pond. 


The Tan Quang orchard originally consisted of excavated jow 
spots and mounds oe the dike. Only 10 hectares were used to 
build the orchard, which was — about 3 percent of the 
farming area, but each year the income of the collective has 
reached 100,000 to 150,000 dong, which is 17-18 parcent of the 
value of product ion of the cooperative. Hach year the

COllective ae gathered 60 tone of fruit, ineluding 40 tons 

of oranges, 7 tone of Lichee and 10 tons of papaya and 
bananas, which te an average of 17 Kilograme per person, The 
orchards of the cooperative have provided valuable seed to the 
families of the cooperative members and helped each household 
plant trees, Many family orchards have yielded a profit of 
thousands of dong per year, Regardless of the season, the 


orchards have supplied the people in the villages with fruit 
all four seasons, 


At one time the Phung Hung lake wae just @ fallow marahy area 
over qrown with Sushused | Ses tay) and weeds, lish were 
released into Lhe ponds but this did not achieve any resulte, 
Hut eince the Ciahing cooperative reorganized production and 
implemented rational contract policies, the fishing sector 
has expanded rapidly and 45,7 heetares have been used to 
raise fish, Lact year, there was a yleld of 645 tons of fish, 
the average yield being 1.8 tons per heetare, and 490,000 

fry were raised, The income from fishing was 119,000 dong, 
After deduct ing production expenses, the value of a tishting- 
sector man-day is 5.2 dong, almost 5,2 times the value of an 
aqricultural-seetor man-day. The per-hectare income from the 
ponds and lakes is 1.5 times that of the fields, The coat of 
producing 1 Kilogram of fish is only 0,54 dong, After 
reserving 20 percent of the yield for sat latyine the legit imate 
needs of the cooperative, each person has received 4 kilograms 
of fieh per year, The fish reserved for producing Livestock 
feed has contributed to increasing the weight of the hogs, 


The tesulte of the Tan Quang orchards and Phung Hung ponds 
have defined the great capabilities of the orchards and fish 
ponds. Things that must be avoided are turning the fertile 
rice flelds into fish ponds ana allowing the uncultivated 
land to become so filled with weeds that it is impossible to 
tell whether it is a field or @ pond, Along with the family 
orcharas and ponds, the villages also have land to have 
communal orchards and ponds, A very important point is to 
manage and use things correctly, obtain communal benefits, 
not encroach upon public property and have fair distribution, 
lf people have not been resourceful in producing productea, 

it will not be possible to have 4a prosperous life, 


The movement to build “Uncle Ho orchards" and “Uncle Ho ponds" 
must aim at practical and legitimate targets for the benef it 
all people.

Article: “In Sowing and Transplanting the Tenth-Month Rice, 
5.6 Percent of the Planned Quota Has Been Fulfilled” | 


| Text } According to the Statistics General Department, as of 
S July, the entire country had sown and transplanted 1,121! 
million hectares of tenth-month rice, fulfilling 34.6 percent 
of the planned quota, However, although the area was 
transplanted faster than last year, it was still done too 
slowly as compared with the requirements, 


The northern provinces are doing the transplanting too slowly 
as compared with the requirements and schedules and with the 
number of seedlings that are ready to be transplanted, The 
localities are concentrating their efforts on controllin 
waterlogging and drought and promoting soil preparation tn 
order to ensure that the area is transplanted in tenth-month 
rice during the best season, Because of drought, flooding 
and waterlogging from the storms, having seedlings that are 
too old and 2* seedlings during the transplanting, many 
places will lack seedlings, Things must be calculated to 
balance the seedlings and the fields where they will be 
transplanted, If there is a shortage of seedlings, additional 
seedlings must urgently be sown or plans to sow directly must 
be made in order to actively maintain the tenth-month crop 
area, Attention must be given to harmful insects and diseases, 
which have appeared early this year, Almost 17,000 hectares 
of tenth-month rice in Binh Tri Thien, Thanh Hoa, Hai Hung 
and Ha Tuyen provinces and the city of Hanoi have already 
been infested with insects, 


The southern provinces transplanting tenth-month rice have 
encountered favorable weather and have fulfilled 32.6 percent 
of the planned quotas. Some provinces have done the 
transplanting early and fulfilled most of the planned quota; 








for example, An Glang has filfilled 92.43 percent of the 
planned quota for area, Vong Thap 90,4 percent and Quang 
Nama Nang 445.6 percent, Many localities have a tenth-month 
yeason planting apirit. In order to maintain the rice area 

for the entire year, the provinces are striving to transplant 
in excesa of the planned tenth-month area quotas in order to 
compensate for the summer rice area that fell short of the 
planned quota, Attention ta being given to preventing flooding 
at the end of July and the beginning of August,

hectares in Thanh Hoa Province, 277 in Ha Bao and 39 in Ha Gon Minh, In 
addition to the areas of seedlings being eulmerged and washed away, alaoat 
all cooperatives had areas in which seedlings ad stopped to grow, With 
the areas of seedlings declining, some localities are facing a possible 
shortage of seedlings, All localities are urgently checking and comparing 
the actual quantities of seedlings with the areas to be transplanted, 
measures are being sought to overcome thie aituation in time, by sowing 
directly without transplanting or seeding additional areas with the short- 
term rice varieties, 


Rough plowing so far has been completed in 766,000 hectares of land for 
the tenth-month orop, or 56,2 percent of the area called for in the plan 
and 133,000 hectares lees than thie time last year, 


Ae the harvest of the fifth-month and epring rice crop had been late, the

[ toxt_] like other provinces in Tay Nguyen, Gia Lai-Kon Tum has vast land 
area but a sparee population, Might after the liberation, the province 
had jess than half a million people, mostly members of ethnic minorities 
living aeattered all over thie fertile highland region of 2,5 million hec- 
taresa of natura! land, tneluding about 1,5 million hectares of forests 
containing large quantities of tlaber and many kinda of precious wood and 
760,000 hectares of agricultural land, with one-half being the precious 
red basalt soll, Vast fertile land plus good weather and coool climate in 
Gia Lal-Kon Tum and the absence of storms and frost make it suitable for 
industrial orops (rubber, coffee, tea, peanut, tobacco, ete,), grain crops 
(rice, corn, manioo, potato, eto,) and development of raising of large 
domestic animals, Hut under the old regime this potential had not been 
explolted, The entire province had grown crops, mainly grain orops, in 
only 17,000 hectares (2,1 percent of the agricultural land), which had 
been far from enough elnoe nearly one-half of the province's population 
would have no grain to eat for 4-5 months every year, As to industrial 
crops, whieh had been ite number one asset, nothing had been remarkable 
except for the 700 hectares of tea in Bau Can and Bien Ho, 


After the day of liberation, during a vieit in Gia Lai-Kon Tum, Le Duan, 
general eecretary of the VOP Central Committee, made it clear that in the 
socolallat construction, Tay Neuyen and Gia Lai-Kon Tum Province played a 
very lmportant atrategic role in the economy and defense of the whole 
country, As an area of precious land, it needed millions of additional 
working people to bulld the economy, to turn millions of hectares of agri- 
cultural and forest land Loto material wealth, to ensure a good and olivi- 
lige’ ilfe for the local people and at the same time to make great con- 
tri! tlona to the soclallat construction in the country ae a whole, 


Oari,ing out the general secretary's advice, in the last few years the 
party organiaation and people of Gla Lai~-Kon Tum accepted nearly 100,000 
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people from the delta provinces and gradually sent people from ite cities 
and towne away to open new land and to build new economic sones in the 
provinue, 


In the New Land 


in the apirit of “the whole country for Tay Nguyen, Tay Nguyen for the 
vhole country,” in the last 4 years nearly 75,000 people from Hal Hung, 

Ha Nam Ninh, Binh Tri Thien and Nghia Binh Provinces, along with more than 
20,000 people sent over from the oitles and towns of Gia Lai-Kon Tua, 
opened many land reclamation centers, did water conservancy work, built 
ricefleldea and cleared 25,000 additional hectares of land for cultivation, 
With the 35,000 hectares of land opened by the ethnic alnorities who were 
doing settled farming and leading a settled life, the total area of new 
Land was close to 60,000 hectares, or 3,5 times the previous cultivated 
area in the pro ., The grain-growing areas, particularly the area for 
wet rice, were extended along Route 7 (A Giun Pa District), in la Sia (Se 
Thay District), in la Nba (Mang Giang District) and around the cities of 
Kon Tum and Pleiku, Ae a result, Gia Lai-Kon Tum was able to quickly in- 
Crease ite grain output from 115,000 tonsa in 1975 to nearly 200,000 tons 
in 1979, with an average per capita production of 350 kilograms of grain, 
The la Sia new economic sone had a per capita production of 450 kilograms, 
in 1979 the province put an end to ite long-lasting famine and succeeded 
in fulfilling ite obligation to the state with more than 26,000 tons, or 
4 percent higher than the goal eet by the Central Committee, 


Twelve atate farms were eatablished, Three coffee-growing state farms -- 
[a Cham, la Blan and la Rong -- with a total area of nore than 2,000 hec- 
tares had their first harvest early this year, Two rubber-growing state 
farme, Minh Duc and Chu Prong, planted rubber trees in nearly 2,000 hec-

Provinces Sending People Away 


[In the last 4 years, Hal Hung, Ha Nam Ninh, Binh Tri Thien and Nghla inh 
Provinces sent to Gla LateKon Tum 11,557 famliles totaling 74,607 persons, 
including 37,414 laborers «= 16 percent of the population of the province, 
That was a great effort on the part of those provinces, However, the job 
of sending people away Lteelf showed many shortcomings, According to pol- 
ley, famliies of small eige should not be sent to new economic stones when 
production and the living conditions were not yet stable, The bad persons 
who must be reformed should under no clroumetances be allowed to join 
state farma, cooperatives or production collectives, And yet the provinces 
that nad been sending people away did not exactly follow those guidelines, 
According to observation by the New Economic Zones Committee of Gia Lal- 
Kon Tum, about one-third of those people sent to new economic sones did 
not qualify, Trinh Quang Thanh, deputy chairman of Ha Nam Ninh New Eoo- 
nomic Zones Committee, polnted outs “Our province set the norm for sending 
people Lo new economic sones and asalgned it to dietricts, which assigned 
it to villages, which assigned Lt to cooperatives, which assigned it to 
production units, In order to get people there in time for the produc- 
tion season, we did not have time to check closely and only after we came 
here we have dlocovered that more than 20 percent of the families would 
not qualify,” Nweuyen Van Blt, who was in charge of the new economic sones 
work team of hal Hung Province and was sent here to consolidate the new 
economic centers in Gla Lal-Kon Tum, offered other reasons for the above- 
mentioned altuation: “by falling to reallge the exact role of the 
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construction of new economle gones, some localitles Ln our province sent 
away those emall famlilee whoas @raln shares normally were provided by 
thelr cooperatives or those stubborn people whom the cooperatives did not 
like to handle," The altuatlon was even worse for the southern provinces, 
The people who made up a cooperative usually came from different localities 
Ln omall mroups of juet a few persona, At present, Gla Lat-Kon Tum has 22 
Cooperatives conslating of people from 22 dietrictsa in the 2 provinces of 
tal Hung and Ha Nam Ninh, The 22 frameworks of the cooperatives (conslet- 
Lie of the party chapter secretary, the cooperative director, his deputy 
and the chlef accountant) are only borrowed ones, 1,e,, none of these ca- 
dree who cane to the new economle wones brought thelr famillles along, for 
they intended to go back after a short while, More than half of the ca- 
dre in these trameworks had done something wrong and accepted to go to 
the new economic gones as they feared that some disciplinary action might 
iy taken agalnat them, Others were feeling ineecure or indifferent to 
vubidiiw the new land, whieh caused quite considerable adverse effects on 
production and the people's aplrite and thinking, 


hany loealltles did not settle Ln a clear-cut manner or appropriately the 
properties and capltal of those people they sent away and thus made them 
“o back and forth and tneur additlonal expenses or feel uneasy if they 
utayed to work, “Those who left were not allowed to transfer thelr shares 
of contelbutlone Ln the marketing cooperatives and thus did not have money 
to do business Ln the new localities, Hesides, laborers were not given 
enoueh appropriate tooleas there was a shortage of even the more common 
toole in many localities, all they had was a hoe, The best time to send 
people away was November and Vecember to give them time to erect houses, 
to start gardens, to open new land and to prepare the soll while waiting 
for the retina to beein planting, Hut many provinces usually sent people 
away early Ln the rainy season (April and May), Consequently, people did 
not have time to open new land and put Lt Lato production; Lnstead, they 
had to walt for the followlng year's production season, Finally, the 
atate had to supply them with g@ratn,

the Laveetlaation, survey and planning for new economic zones in Gla Lal- 
Kon Tum were not very good, Some localities had not made any planning be~- 
fore the people arrived, whieh was costly for the state, with the people 
feeling uneasy as they worked, iLke Ln new economic centers 3, 4, 5 and 7 
in Uhu Prong Dietrlet, Late tn 1976 and early 1977, Binh Tri Thien Prov-

4,000 heetares were done according to technical programs, 
with larwe and amall onbankmentes and works for the prevention of soll ero- 
ston, Moet of the reat of the area was slashed, burned and hoed, which 
caused serious erostlon and soll belnge washed away, Nam Chi Cooperative 
used 50 of the 570 heetares of land Lt had opened for production, Ae Ba 
used only 100 of the 600 hectares of new land, Glang Trung Cooperative 
opened JOO heetares of new land but used only a small part of that area, 

As «rain and Lnduatrlal crops were mostly grown without fertiliging, their 
yield was decreasing, Members of the ethnic minc ‘tles raleed hogs and 
Cattle by letting them wo about freely and atill did not know how to use 
fertlilvers, People in the new economle gones did not have capital, 

Where capltal was avallable, there were no breeding animals; where there 
were breeding animale, they were affected by diseases, The state farns 

had nearly 3,500 heetares of coffee and rubber, which accounted for 70 per- 
cent of the new cultivated area, and yet they did not have stable manure 

to apply as the main fertilliger, 


Au \nvestleation, survey and planning were not thorough and clear-cut, 
in many loealitles there was confllet over the land between the local peo- 
ole and the newcomers and among state farms, cooperatives and production 
‘lieetives, in some localities, the projects that had been approved 
were not carried outy there was a common tendency to retain good land for 
the local people but not for making Lt productive and to give the new- 
comera the poor land that was hard to tlll, Thus there was a lack of un- 
leralandinge of a wuldeline dletated by the Central Committee, namely, 
"TELL the easy land flreat and leave the hard one to tlll later,” In some 
cases people trom the delta were sent to the highlands for security pur- 
poses rather than for dolnge economlLe work, We should have sent people 
from the delta to new economle gones and mixed them with members of ethnic 
minoritles Lo tne same cooperatives, Thile way we could have promoted 
solidarity between the Vietnamese and ethnic minority people and also 
ivolded for the former some diffleultles encountered in the early days
